Only Perfect Firing 
To Assure Success

NEW YOBK (AP)—Science has 
made a date with that m ysteri­ 
ous lady, the moon. But will it ba 
able to keep it 
As early a* next Sunday, acier*- 
tific marksmen hope to aet off the 
first rnoonbound rocket. But they 
will consider themselves lucky in­ 
deed if they bring off a rendez­ 
vous. 
Here are some af the problem* 
they must solve: 
The moon is at least 220.000 
mile* out in space. But scientists 
must aim at any empty point, 
137,000 miles whea l of the moon’s 
course, and hope that both moon 
and rocket arrive at about the 
•am e time. That would ba about 
2'* day* after firing. 
Granted perfect aim—and yon 
can imagine what a small error 
could do in 200,000 plus mile#— 
the three-stage rocket still must 
fire perfectly. This means boost­ 
ing iii speed to about 25,000 miles 
an hour needed to escape the 
earth’s gravity. 
Given 
this 
initial apeed, 
the 
rocket will gradually alow under 
gravity’s pull until nearing the 
moon, it will be traveling only 
about 3.000 miles an hour, In fact, 
its average speed for tlve trip may 
be only about 5,000 mile* an hour. 
ITI# speed la important. If th# 
rocket slows too quickly, it will 
fall abort of its objective. If it 
doesn’t slow enough, it can room 
past and on into space. 
While there are many way* for 
the moon rocket to fail or merely 
flirt with success, there is only one 
way to completely succeed. 
What 
the scientists 
say 
they 
would really Uke to do La aend up 
a rocket that would orbit around 
the moon a few times and then 
plunge back toward earth 
and 
probable destruction. 
Th# rocket, in its few turn* 
around the moon, would take a 
series of closeup pictures — in­ 
cluding never-before-sren shots of 
the moon s hidden side — and ra­ 
iny those back to earth. 
It would also measure the m ag­ 
netic field of the moon, m easure 
temperatures and count meteors. 
How many of its scientific tasks 
it completed would in a sense 
measure the rocket’* success. 
To give their rocket the best 
chance of finding the neighbor­ 
hood 
of 
the 
moon and staying 
there a while, the scientist# hav# 
carefully picked the course and 
meeting place. 
They h o i t o save a few thou­ 
sand miles by waiting until th* 
moon comes closest to earth. 
The Air Force shot, if success­ 
ful, will catch the moon in a good 
photographic pose. It will be mov­ 
ing from a new moon to a first 
quarter phase.

This is the question that must be going 
through the minds of Washington officials 
entrusted with responsibility for foreign af­ 
fairs. 
First the Russian dictator insisted on a

switches to the idea of holding a United 
Nations General Assembly session on the 
Middle East. 
President Eisenhower accepted quickly, 
and probably gladly. It is certain he and 
his advisers feel the United States can ban* 
rile itself better in the A s s e m b v than in a 
Security Council meeting. 
Perhaps Khrushchev is convinced he can 
gam more propaganda benefits—no doubt 
his only real purpose in agreeing to a 
m eeting—in the Assembly. There he will 


♦o drum up enough support from the Mos­ 
lem nations and the neutralist delegations 
to keep the General Assembly from giving 
the United States the support Washington 
hopes for, this country has a good case. 
President Eisenhower said the other day 
he hopes the debate will deal with “ the 
general problems of the Middle East and 
their underlying causes.’* He said U. S. pol­ 
icy is to “ act in a positive manner and 
assist the Middle Eastern countries to real­ 
ize their legitimate aspirations.” 
These ate not m ere generalities, placed 
against the background of events in that 
troubled part of the world. The U n i t e d 
States has much to offer—and it is far bet­ 
ter. and less dangerous, than anything the 
Russians can offer. It would be a tragedy 
for the free world if the debate ended in 
an American defeat.

Glennan said he was only plan­ 
ning to do this until about Febru­ 
ary because of administrative and 
development problem* that arose 
at the institute during his presi­ 
dency. 


Ohio Military 
Projects Set 
At $45 Million 


WASHINGTON (A P )-A bdl ear­ 
marking nearly 45 million dollars 
for construction of military pro­ 
jects in Ohio has been passed by 
the 
Senate. 
Altogether, the bill 
provides 
$1,720,115,000 
for 
con­ 
struction projects in U. S. installa­ 
tions throughout the world. 
The measure, passed Thursday, 
now goes to the Senate-House Con­ 
ference Committee where differ­ 
ences with an earlier House ver­ 
sion have to be ironed out, 
The Senate version authorizes 
spending $19,558,000 for Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base near 
Dayton. 
Ohio. 
That’s 
$8,118,000 
more than the House • approved 
figure. 
The Senate also upped the ap­ 
propriation for Lockbourne AFB 
near Columbus. Ohio, to $11,970 
OOO. The House approved $855,000 
for the base The extra $11,115,000 
is for a runway that had been de­ 
leted from the House bill. 
O t h e r Ohio installations for 
which appropriations wert made 
in the Senate bill are the Army’s 
Erie Ordnance Depot, $1,713,000, 
and Clinton County AFB, $11,589,- 
OOO.

County Hospital Board of Trustee* 
said today it has received notifica­ 
tion of a $1,440,000 grant of state 
funds to build a new hospital in 
Willoughby.

The change in direction • the 
first since last Novermber-eame 
with the annoucement that effec­ 
tive today the discount rate at 
the San Francisco Reserve Bank 
| would go up from I** per cent to 
2 per cent. 
The discount rate represents the 
interest charged Federal Reserve 
member banks borrowing money 
from the reserve system. A boost 
in discount rates normally goes 
hand in hand with a general in­ 
crease rn interest charges. 
The reserve board action Thurs 
day was expected to lead to sim­ 
ilar increases by the other ll re 
serve banks, although there may 
be some time lag.

Don't 
you think that helped the fellow 
at the plate We won many a ball 
game that way." 
Cobb stole the amazing total of 
96 bases one year. That'a still the 
record. How did he do it He was 
fast but not a speed demon. 
“ I studied the pitchers, watched 
their every move," he explained. 
“ The trick is to watch their knees 
and their legs. That's the tell-tale 
signs. Never mind the head and 
the motion. I learned from w'hich 
side the fielders took the throw 
and how they made their tags. 
And I practiced sliding 
by tho 
hour." 
Cobb regard® wnth amusement 
the attempts being made to dis­ 
courage the knock-down pitch. 
“ Throw ing at the hitter is noth­ 
ing new," he said. “ It’s as old 
as baseball itself. It belongs in tho 
game. I don’t advocate throwing 
at a fellow’s head. As a matter of 
fact, it s easier and more effec­ 
tive to throw at his 
feet. That 
loosens ’em up. They won t take 
a toe hold once they're made to 
skip rope." 
It's the players' own fault they 
get hit so often, Cobb contended. 
“ They're all swinging from the 
heels," he said, “ wnth their legs 
spread as far apart as they can. 
They simply can’t get out of the 
way of those inside pitches."
